Guy kills 
Gault and goes on to Emily, taking her from her 
bed and into the cemetery. He binds her and throws 
her alive into the grave, covering her with earth to 
complete the job of buring her alive.

Universal Pictures’ classic 1941 shudder & shock 
release, THE WOLF MAN, was a direct descen- 
dant of the studio’s famous family of occult films 
which originally gave birth to DRACULA and 
FRANKENSTEIN, back in 1931 and ‘32, and con- 
tinued through a frightening lineup of similar child- 
ren, such as THE INVISIBLE MAN and THE 
MUMMY. 

The wild & wooly WOLF MAN movie was pro- 
duced according to Universal’s standard program 
for presenting its ghoulish specialties. This rule is 
that these dramas about werewolves, reconstructed 
cadavers, vampires, and various types of lycan- 
throbes must be treated in deadly earnest. The tongue- 
in-cheek attitude is strictly taboo. The films are 
produced in the spirit of high seriousness usually 
reserved only for realistic productions. Stat casts 
and expert direction are obligatory. 

Today, understanding this excellent studio pol- 
icy, little doubt can exist as to why Universal’s 
horror flickers are still the most popular of the 

ever made. 

E WOLF MAN was cinematized in a lavish 
setting. On the ruins of the celebrated Dracula’s 
castle, long a land mark on Universal’s extensive 
back lot, was erected a four story English castle, 
complete with round tower, sliding panels, circular 
stairways, and all the necessary trappings suitable 
for a hobgoblin’s rooming house. It was also wired 
for eerie lighting effects. 

Around the castle — Talbot Castle, in the story 


— trees specially grown at the studio’s nurseries 
to assume sinisterly twisted shapes were planted 
for outdoor scenes. Concealed amid these contorted 
trees were foes for projecting a thick fog, made 


from liquid vaseline. 


Lon Chaney Jr. tells Ralph Bellamy, War. 
ren Williams, and Claude Rains that he 
used the silver-headed walking stick to de- 
stroy a werewolf which had cursed him with 
the Sign of the Beast. 


Chaney as THE WOLF MAN prowls the 
misty and fog-shrouded woods in search of 
human prey. 


The hairy horror is fed up with his first victim. 


Maleva the gypsy woman warns Evelyn Ankers 
not to walk about the woods tonight as a were- 
wolf lurks nearby. 


Wounded and dying, THE WOLF MAN is 
comforted by Maleva, mother of the were- 
wolf who cursed him. 


More than 500 unusual props were assembled for 
the hair-raising production. : 

Largest among these props (since animals are 
classified as props in filmland as well as inanimate 
objects) was a huge American black bear named 
Samson. Samson weighed 600 pounds and because 
he was a trained wrestler, he was signed for a rough 
and tumble match with Lon Chaney Jr., who starred 
as the canine-cursed WOLF MAN. 

The smallest prop was a silver cane-head of a 
wolf, made in the studio's precision shop. 

Jack Pierce, Universal's chief cosmetician, who de- 
vised the macabre makeups for Dracula, the Frank- 
enstein monster, and the Invisible Man, along with 
those of Universal’s other banshee and bugaboo 
characters in its horror series, created another mask 
for THE WOLF MAN. 

This was a wolfish head with long snout and 
real animal teeth which Lon Chaney Jr. wore in the 
key scenes. This mask was the second werewolf 
head which Pierce had turned out. However, the new 
one was totally different from the previous lycan- 
thropic head which Pierce made for actor Henry 
125 in THE WEREWOLF OF LONDON. 


With Lon Chaney Jr. in the title role, the Uni- 
versal film sported a strong cast comprising such 
players as Evel: 1 Ankers, Claude Rains, Warren 
William, Patric Knowles, and Bela "the bat” Lugosi. 

The howling creature feature tells of the fright- 
ening fate which befalls Chaney after he is 8 
bitten by a werewolf, one gloomy Midnight. Wi 
the Sign of the Beast on him, he reluctantly becomes 
a fur - fledged member of the horrifying hairy ones; 
and goes loping about the woods and graveyards 
in search of human prey. 

His wild and wooly antics are finally shaved 
through when his father destroys him with his sil- 
ver wolf - head walking stick. 

The reign of terror growled out by THE WOLF 
MAN was at an end, at least for the time being. 

In later years, Chaney, as the hairy horror, match - 
ed monsterly mayhem with Frankenstein, and then 
came face to furry face with comics Abbot & Cos- 
tello, 

Who knows, he may yet howl again, 

As the old saying goes: You can't keep a good 
wolf-man down!
